France's Monumental (lift. 

The design, which originated in Franca 
last year, of presenting a colossal statua 
of Liberty tothe American people — a de- 
sign which seemed, at first almost too 
imaginative and poetic 1 to be realized — 
is already unassured fact. It lias no prec- 
edent in history. Never before lias one 
nation undertaken to place a monument 
upon thesoil of another, in congratulation 
of tho hitler's power and stability. The 
simplest inscribed tablet, erected from 
such an impulse, would be a precious me- 
morial ; but the gift will take tho form of 
the giv sal statue the world has 

seen since Charles of Lindos planted \rn 
famous Apollo by the harbor of Rhode*. 
Even if it should not prove to be a pha- 
ros powerful enough to illumine our buy 
by night, as is proposed, it will loo': 
oceanward through the Narrows by day, 
and give the first welcome and the 
fa row ell to all going or returning v< 

Bedloe's islaad has been chosen as the 
appropriate site for this monument. The 
d, the cost of erecting which it is 
lielieved the American poople will cheei - 
fully contribute, will be eighty-two feet 
in height, and must be of the most, ma - 
sive and durable character. Upon this 
pedestal will be placed the statue, of 
beaten copper, 112 feet in height to th.i 
top of the head. The right arm, uplifted 
and holding a torch, will increase the total 
height to LIS feet, or 220 feet al>ovo the 
soil of the island. The estimated cost 
of the staiue alone is $120,000 gold, 
two-thirds of which have already been 
contributed in France, within six months 
after opening of the subscription, in sj 
of political un. and financial de- 

pression. Tho entile success of the gen- 
erous enterprise may therefore be already

life, thus creating appreciation in society. 

What trade or profession they baVS the 
greatest pride in. 1st them have the lib- 
erty of pursuing. If is not worth advis- 
ing any one but tramps to see an ant, 
and follow Its I Cample. They could 
make a good living b) plowing. 

Those thrown out of employment in a 

town or city, should make themselves 
men of ability, integrity and judgment, 
under the tun.
